THIRD TERM STAND

President to Quiet Talk of Re-
nomination.

MEANT HE SAID IN 1904

“The Wise Custom Which Limits the
President to Two Terms Regards
the Bubstance Not the Form"—Flat-
tered by Poople’s Attitude,

CHICAGO, May 3.—A dispateh to
the Tribune from Washington, D. C.,
says:

President Roosevelt has declded to
sot at rest all talk that he will be a
candidate for the Republican nomina-
tion for the Presidency next year,

It was learned yesterday upon the
highest authority that at the proper
moment the President will Issue a
statement to the American people that
he will not accept a re-nomination
under any clreumstances, and calling
atténtion to the Jeclaration he made
on the night he was elected in Novem-
ber, 1804, as follows:

“The wise custom which limits the
President to two terms regards the
sustenance and not the form. Under
no clreumstances will I be a candl-
date for or accept another nomination,

The advisibllity of Issulng a State-
moent at the present tlme, has been
forced upon the attentlon of the Pres-
Ident as the result of earnost repre-
sentations made to him by intimate
friends, politicians and people resl-
ding In every sectlon of the country
who wants him to run again. The
Proaldent Joes not feel, howevar, that
the time has come for him to publish
a statement; he does not belleve that
politics 12 an all-abegorbing question
with the American people at this time.

Naturally he foels fiatered by ap-
ppeals to him to be once more a can-
didate, but he is Inclined to attribute
these suggestions rather to the appro«
val of the policles he has Initlated ani
enforced than to any special desire
to keep him In the White House. If
the Republican party can be Induced
to nominate g man like Secretary Root
and Secretary Taft, who  pecullarly
are identified with the Roosevelt pol-
leles the president belleves the coun-
try will be satisfied for it will be as-
sured that the progressive programme
of this adminlstration will not be
abandoned,

Later on, if the demand for Presi-
Jdent Roosevelt's nominatlon should
continue and should come from a large
seotion of people he will make a stals-
ment of renunclation In the way In-
dlcated above,

BAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—Presi-
dent Patrick Calhoun and
Manager Thornwall Mullally of the
Unlted Rallways were called before the
jury today for the alleged bribery of
municipal authorities In the matter of
sranting the overhead trolley (ran-
chises. Bach refused 10 testity and
were not sworn. District Attorney
Langdon said:

“We were very careful net to put
any questions to them.”

Atked in this refrainment was not
Tor the purpose of leaving the fleld
free for the Indictment of the presi-
dent and general manager, Langdon
replied:

“You may suy it is very significant.”

Proceeding on the basls of the con-
fesslons before the grand jury of the
14 supervisors which became public ns
official records recently, it 18 the an-
nounced theory of the prosecution that
the United Rallways spent $760,000 in
bribery, of which $55,000 went to the
supervisors, in bonds of the United
Rallways; to Abraham Ruef and
Mayor Schmits $565,000, to p-go-be-
tween, name withheld, $100,000, It ie
the theory of the prosecution thut the
bonds were not lssued in the names of
Ruef and Schmits but In the names of
other persons and were converted into
cash by Ruef and Schmits through the
house of Charles Sutre & Company,
Fred Hilbert, a friend of Schmits, act-
Ing as messenger between Scamits and
Sutro. The others exumined today were
Sutrg and Charles Holbrook, chairman
of the board of ilirectors of the United
Rallways,

Notwithstanding hle position he is
satisfled that the jurors know nothing
of the alleged transactions. Calhoun
sald tonight that the company has
bribed no one and that it is for the
prosecution to prove bribery, and for
that reason Mullally and he had re-
fused to testify before the grand jury,
